Certain notes on reading that 
Bobby Jones had been given ‘“The 
Freedom of St. Andrews,”’ the first 


American to re- 
ceive this honor 
since Benjamin 
Franklin more 
than 200 years 


ago: 
In the Year of 
Our Lord, 1930, 
when Robert 
Tyre Jones, 
called Bobby, 
s y s tematically 
was destroying his opposition in 
the British Open, a despairing 
writer began his story with one of 
the great image-making leads of 
golf reporting: 

“They wound up the mechanical 
man of golf today,” he wrote, 
“and set him clicking about the 
course with never a falter in his 
magnificent precision.” 


Tt was a lead which sticks in 
the mind like a Scottish bur on 
tweeds but Jones was not a me- 
chanical man. He suffered and 
bled. He often was so keyed up 
that he went into the clubhouse 
at the conclusion of a tough round 
and lost the contents of his 
stomach in the privacy of the 
men’s room. He made errors and 
recovered from them heroically. 
He was an artist, not a craftsman. 


But as the affection shown him 
in St. Andrews so eloquently il- 
lustrates, he was more than just 
a champion. He was very much 
the gentleman and the man. He 
was one of the great ones of 
sports’ “Golden Age” .. . the 
twenties. 


No Flaw 


But of all the great champions 
of that gay and gaudy time, Jones 
was the only one without a single 
flaw of character or personality 
, .. the lone one without so much 
as a touch of clay in his feet. 
There was no phony touch about 
Jones, the champion, as there has 
been none about Jones, the man. 
He had no facade, no artificial 
smile or facial mask. He was 
never a Cafe Society man. His 
values wére sound. Hé was never 
Puritan or prude, but always him- 
self. 3 


This was why the Scots liked 
him. They had seen golfers come 
and go across a- great many cen- 
turies. They had their own pan- 
theon of golfing gods. And when 
Jones appeared they knew him for 
what he was and placed him 
prominently in his own niche. 


Once he appeared at St. An- 
drews with some duffer-friends, 
including Robert W. Woodruff of 
Coca-Cola. It intrigued Woodruff 
that within a half hour after their 
unannounced arrival several thou- 
sand enthusiastic Scots, their usual 
reserve broken by smiles, were 
following Bob Jones. For years 
Woodruff pestered all Jones’ 
friends, and Jones himself, to put 
into words what quality it was 
that Jones possessed which made 
the Scots regard him with such 
spontaneous affection. It wasn’t 
something one could put into 
words. But it was there... and 
is there yet . . . as events of the 
week have shown. 


A Good Thing 


It is a good thing, in a way, 
that Bob Jones received the 
“Freedom of St. Andrews’’ now 
and not at the time when he was 
clicking his way about the course 
with such perfection. 


“Freedom of St. Andrews” 
gives the right to hang one’s wash 
on the land or to hunt rabbits 
about the course—a right granted 
to the owners and heirs from 
which the land was taken cen- 
turies ago to be made into a golf 
course. Had the honor been done 
in the old days, St. Andrews, 
without question, would ‘have seen 
some of Bob Jones’ linen hung on 
a line and rabbits would have 
been chased on foot through the 
bunkers and the rough. 


Until Bob Jones was given the 
“Freedom of St. Andrews” no 
American save Ben Franklin had 
been so honored.

WASHINGTON # — The Air 
Force may hurl a cosmic forward 
pass Saturday in a shot for the 
moon. 


When you’re eating breakfast 
Saturday, a mighty Thor - Able 
rocket might well be on its 2-| 
day flight toward the moon. Pro- 
vided, that is, all goes well—and 
the odds on even partial success 
are rated no better than 1 in 10. 


BEFORE DAWN 


While there's been no official 
announcement, reports are that 
the rocket with its unmanned sat- 
ellite will be launched before 
dawn Saturday from Cape Canav- 
eral, Fla. 


The rocket will be aimed at a 
spot in space about 137,000 miles 
ahead of the moon’s position at 
the time of launching. The hope 
is that the moon and the satel- 
lite would rendezvous somewhere 
near each other 2% days later, 
just as a quarterback hopes a 
sprinting halfback will rendezvous 
with a forward pass thrown ahead 
of him. 


221,000 MILES 


But instead of yards, this celes- 
tial forward pass must travel 
some 221,000 miles—the distance 
between the earth and the moon 
at this particular time.

Indications were Friday that a 
paroled cunvict and his blonde 
companion, arrested in connection 
with the robbery-slaying of a De- 
catur man, would face kindaping 
charges in Fulton County and 
murder charges in Polk County. 


Polk Sheriff John Redding said 
he understood the two—Hoyt Led- 
ford, 43, and Mrs. Loraine Icey 
Tate Stanga, 31 — were en route 
to Atlanta from Oklahoma City, 
Okla., and would arrive late Fri- 
day or early Saturday. 


Redding said he had “a verbal 
agreement” that the two, who are 
under federal charges of inter- 
state transportation of a stolen 
auto, would be released to him for 
investigation. He said the first 
move would be to establish the 
exact spot where the victim, Vir- 
gil Glenn Gray. 48, of 133 Lock- 
wood Terr., Decatur, was killed. 


HEARD DISTURBANCE

was slain near Cedartown, the 
sheriff pointed out it was possible 
that the killing occurred outside 
Polk County.

‘State High Court Rejects 
Libel Suit at Columbus 


The Georgia Supreme Court ruled in favor of the 


Columbus Ledger-Enquirer 


Carlton Brown, a Lumpkin, Ga., 
lawyer and Al Grimes of Lump- 
kin, sued the Columbus news- 
papers alleging they were libeled 
in an article printed in the Colum- 
bus Enquirer. 

‘The Enquirer story described 
an automobile accident involving 
Brown and Grimes. A misplaced 
headline above the story con- 
cerned two men being bound over 
on car theft charges. 


The suit was dismissed in Mus- 
cogee Superior Court. That court 
held that the alleged libelow 
words appeared only in the head- 
line and that the headline did 
not identify the plaintiffs in any 


REVERSED ON APPEAL 


Brown and Grimes appealed 
and the Court of Appeals reversed 
the trial court and held it was a 
question for a jury to decide 
whether the publication was ac- 
tionable for libel. 


The Supreme Court said Friday 
the Court of Appeals erred in re- 
versing orders of the trial court 
and the high court reversed the 
appeals court. 


Pointing to earlier court rulings, 
the Supreme Court said defama- 
tory words must refer to some as- 
certained or ascertainable per- 
son. 


“If the words contain no re- 
flection on any particular indi- 
vidual,”” the Supreme Court said, 
“no averment or innuendo can 
make them defamatory.”’ 


SCRAPPED VENUE LAW 


The Supreme Court said it 
agreed with the trial court in 
stating that “the article itself 
must be read in order to identify 
the plaintiff and upon reading the 
article it is obvious that the head- 
line and remainder of the article 
have no relationship one with the 
other.” 


The case resulted in throwing 
out the controversial newspaper 
libel venue law under which a 
newspaper could be sued in any 
county in which it had 50 or more 
subscribers. 


Brown anc Grimes first sued in 
Stewart County under the libel 


Co. Friday in a libel action. 


venue Jaw. The newspapers chal- 
lenged the law and the Supreme 
Court declared the 1956 act was 
unconstitutional. The two men 
then filed suit in Columbus. 


Justice T. §. Candler dissented 
from the majority but did not im- 
mediately file an opinion of his 
own.

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Let’s Simmer Down 


About the Pooches 


There seem to be more people in a 
rabid state of mind about the rabid-dog 
problem than there are rabid pooches. 
The situation obviously requires a calm- 
ing down. 

Judge Luke Arnold has blasted the 
city’s dog catchers for coming into court 
with hearsay evidence instead of evidence, 
That’s proper. The rabies contro] division 
has complained about defendants being 
turned loose by the judge. That's silly, 
The judge can’t convict unless there is 
evidence. 

The situation is a disgraceful one for 
the simple reason that people act dis- 
gracefully. One may wonder why, with 
the rabies shots available, owners of dogs 
won’t protect themselves and their dogs 
by having them inoculated. 

But why be surprised at that? The 
Salk vaccine is available, but literally 
thousands of people in Atlanta don’t care 
enough about their children to protect 
them with available immunizations, much 
less their dogs. 

That’s the way people are. 

So maybe it is time to settle down. 
There are a few rabid dogs. They are 
rabid because they haven’t been inocu- 
lated. When the dog pound picks up an 
identifiable dog it should notify the 
health department to make a case against 
the owner if the dog doesn’t have its in- 
oculation tag or the owner the necessary 
papers. 

There is a law about keeping dogs up. 
It’s a good law. But here in America we 
are used to having our own way. Not 
many homes have fences about them, Dog 
runs cost money. So most owners let the 
dogs run loose. Such owners should ex- 
pect to be fined. If the dogs picked up 
haven’t been inoculated, then a stiffer 
fine should be imposed. 

All dogs without collars and identi- 
fication should, after a three-day period, 
be turned over to medical schools for use 
in their experiments or mercifully put to 
death. Owners who won’t take care of 
dogs have no business with them. 

Finally, rabies is a serious matter. But 
we do not have an epidemic. Ordinary 
care will solve the problem, There is no 
need for the judge or the health depart- 
ment to be yapping at one another. Any 
person who can keep a dog up Can go 
happily along enjoying the dog. There has 
been too much semi-hysteria and en un- 
necessary amount of rabid talk. 

We should all simmer down. Arrest 
and fine the owners who can’t produce 
evidence their’ dogs have been inocu- 
lated ... fine those whose dogs are picked 
up on the loose. : 

Meanwhile, in something like 50 years 
there have been fewer cases of human 
beings with rabies here than there are 
fingers on one hand. Let’s be sensible. 


In conclusion we'd like’ to ask—-have 
your kids had their Salk shots and other 
immunizations against diseases? Attend 
to them along with taking care of the dog.

Integration Splits 
Democratic Party 


WASHINGTON—Events point unmistakably, 
I think, to a 1960 North-South split in the Demo- 
cratic Party’ which will make the Dixiecrat 


movement of 1948 look minor-league. The oncoming breach in Demo- 
cratic ranks is now visible. It could have larger consequences in 
1960 than the Strom Thurmond third party did 10 years ago when it 
took four Southern states from President Truman and nearly cost him 


the election. 

There are two reasons why a 
Southern States’ Rights Party can 
be far more formidable and 
more hurtful to the Democrats na- 
tionally than it was in 1948: 


1. The Southern walk-out in the 
1948 Democratic convention 
sprang from a plank in the plat- 
form which promised too much in 
the field of civil rights. 

This time the forces which are 
making for a Southern walk-out 
spring, not from words, not from 
promises in the platform, but 
from live events; they spring 
from the reality of the Supreme 
Court decision making public 
school segregation unconstitution- 
al and from the events which 
have flowed from it. The incen- 
tive for a Southern third party is 
greater today than in "48 and it 
will therefore be a much more 
powerful third party. 

2. In 1948 many Northern Dem- 
ocrats wanted to compromise the 
civil rights dispute and President 
Truman himself opposed the 
stronger civil rights plank. In con- 
sequence the Thurmorfd third par- 
ty had only limited success.

The officers said 
they were unable to catch the dog. 


CASES DISMISSED 

Judge Arnold Friday dismissed 
seven cases against dog owners 
who had been charged with letting 
dogs run loose in violation of the 
city’s “leash law.” He said he 
dismissed the cases because ar- 
resting county health officials 
failed to present direct evidence. 


Fulton County’s health commis- 
sioner Frida appealed to the pub- 
lic “not to get panicky” in the 
current rabies scare, but to “‘use 
common sense and have their dogs 
inoculated and confined.’’ 


This should be done; said Dr. 
James F.. Hackney, for the pro- 
tection “‘of the dogs as well as 
human beings.”’ 


The health commissioner said 
the departments’ present policy to 
combat the spread of rabies is 
to “‘exert every effort possible to 
have the maximum number of 
dogs inoculated in the shortest 
time.” 

Dr. Hackney had no direct com- 
ment to make on Municipal Judge 
Luke Arnold’s suggestion that 
dog owners who let their pets run 
loose should be jailed. 


Hackney pointed out, however, 
that booking cases against dog 
owners necessitates having patrol 
truck drivers appear in court and 
having one of the seven dog wag- 
ons immobilized. 


The health commissioner em- 
phasized that it is continuing ef- 
forts to get doges inoculated by 
holding a free inoculation clinic 
from 2 to 6 p.m Saturday at the 
Lakewood health center. 


Regarding the 39 cases of rabies 
reported this year, Dr. Hackney 
said this ‘‘would-indicaie the virus 
is widespread in the southwest, 
northwest and southeast and that 
the immuntiy of the dog popula- 
tion to rabies is pretty low.” 


DESPITE DRIVES 


Stressing that there has only 
been one rabies death here in 12 
years, Dr. Hackney pointed. to the 
records of dog inoculations over 
the past few years as indications 
that the public has not had its 
pets properly inoculated for ra- 
bies over the past few years, de- 
spite inoculation drives. 


The number of dog inoculations 
in the county dropped from 32,- 
663 in 1953 when there were 40 
canine rabies cases reported, to 
16,865 in 1957 when there were 
20 cases, Dr. Hackney said.

Who says you can’t be 
charged with stealing your own 
automobile? 


An Atlanta man Friday was. 
The Fulton County Grand Jury 
returned a larceny of automo- 
bile indictment against W. M. 
Wells of a southwest Atlanta 
address, charging that he took 
it from a West End garage with- 
out paying a repair bill. 


A spokesman for Fulton Sol. 
Gen. Paul Webb’s office said 
evidence showed Wells took the 
car from a garage on Cascade 
avenue, SW, where $191.88 worth 
of work had been done. The 
garage owner had refused to 
let Wells have the car until the 
bill was paid.

Meanwhile, the disturbance 
that’s been growing in Atlanta 
and Fulton County during the 
past several days also has De- 
Kalb County in its grip. 


“We're being flooded with 
calls,” DeKalb rabies control of- 
fice Lewis De Jarnette said. 
“Some of the calls are almost ri- 
diculous. Some, callers are .fran- 
tic because they remember pet- 
ting a stray dog a month or more 
ago.” 


De Jarnette said the two. dog- 


catcher trucks “‘are going all day 
long’’ in response to callers re- 
porting bites and scratches. 


Neither De Jarnette nor Dr. 
T. O. Vinson, DeKalb health of- 
ficer, would explain why Fulton 
County “has reported 39 rabid 
dogs this year and DeKalb has 
reported only one. 


“We have identically the same 
(rabies control) regulations that 
Fulton has,” Dr. Vinson said, ex- 
cept for the fact that the city of 
Atlanta has a leash law and De- 
Kalb County ‘except for that 
part which is inside Atlanta’s 
city limits), doesn’t.

CHILD’S HALLUCINATIONS 


Mrs. Leilia Radline, a nurse 


who attended Marcia from March 
3 until her death April 4, 1958, de- 
scribed the harrowing details of 
the child’s last illness which she 
said did not appear serious at 
the beginning but grew progres- 
bively worse. By the third week, 
the nurse said, Marcia was hav- 
Ing hallucinations. 


“She saw snakes, she had bugs 
crawling out of her fingers, she 
would say, ‘Ooh, see that yellow 
thing coming out of the ceiling!’ 
and would hide under the cover 
and hang onto me,” the nurse 
said. 


“The child was 
death.” 


Anjette saw Marcia in the 
throes of these hallucinations, 
Mrs. Radline testified, and ‘“‘act- 
ed as if she thought it was very 
comical—she laughed.” 


The nurse testified that she told 
Anjette “‘more than once” that the 
hospital could supply food and 
juices for Marcia, but the mother 
insisted on bringing lemonade 
and said, ‘She meant for her to 
drink it.” 


BROUGHT MEALS 


Another nurse, who was on duty 
with Anjette’s mother-in-law, said 
Anjette brought the elder Mrs. 
Lyles meals every day and the 
hospital frequently labeled and 
kept dishes in the refrigerator 
which Anjette had brought. 


Miss Ruby C. Lyons, private 
duty nurse, said she and Anjette 
were with Mrs. Lyles when she 
died and for some time before the 
patient’s death Anjette had been 
asking repeatedly how much 
longer it was going to be before 
she died. 


“Was there any manifestation 
of grief?” asked O'Neal. 


“Not until several people were 
with us,” Miss Lyons said. 


Another nurse, Mrs. Hazel 
Shea, testified that Anjette fed 
Gabbert all of his meals while 
he was confined to Parkview 
Hospital and was critically ill 
with a rash which caused his 
eyes to swell closed and his face 
and head to require ‘bandages. 


MINOR AILMENT 


Mrs. Shea said Gabbert came 
into the hospital to undergo minor 
orthopedic surgery for the re- 
moval of a pin in a bone which 
was broken in an old accident, 
but that he became increasingly 
ill from a rash and was in such 
excruciating pain that he cried 
out that he wanted to die, “He 
was hurting so bad he didn’t 
want to live.” 


The used car dealer, Miles, 
said he rode to Swainsboro with 
Anjette and Bob Franks to trade 
in her 1955 Oldsmobile on the 
Cadillac. Miles said Anjette gave 
a check for the difference, $2,538, 
and as he recalled Franks drove 
the Cadillac back to Macon.

A short time after that she saw 
the silver-haired widow on the 
street in Macon in a new car, 
Anjette invited her to go for a 
ride to try out the new car and 
told her she was in love again, 
Miss Ingle said. 


“She told me about her present 
boy friend,” the nurse testified. 
“She said he was. Buddy’s (Gab- 
bert’s) boss and she was going 
out to the airport to meet him 
then. She said, “This is it, Ingle, 
I'm in love this time for sure.’ ” 


Asked if the boy friend was 
Bob Franks, the pilot whose pic- 
tures was found in a sock pinned 
to her mattress at the time of 
Anjette’s arrest, Miss Ingle said 
she didn’t remember his name 
but he was “Buddy’s boss.” 


“KIND AND SWEET” 


“She said he would make her 
a good husband,”’ the witness con- 
tinued, quoting Anjette. “‘She said 
he made good money—I don’t 
know how much money she said 
he made a year—and had a good 
big insurance policy. She said he 
was kind and sweet to her and 
before they married he was going 
to have a complete physical and 
then have one every six months 
afterwards.” 


“How did she say she was feel- 
ing?’’ prosecutor H. T. O'Neal 
Jr., asked, 


“She. said, ‘I’m flying high—I'm 
feeling no pain’,”’ Miss Ingle said. 
She added that she herself said, 
“Anjette, you're drinking,”’ but 
the statement was ruled out as 
inadmissible. 


Miss Inge choked up with emo- 
tion when she described the ap- 


pearance of Anjette’s 9-year-old 
daughter, Marcia, in her last ill- 
ness. 


CHILD’S CONDITION 


“Marcia looked perfectly awful 
to me,” she sald. “She was in 
an oxygen tent and she was 
bleeding at the mouth and nose 
and motioning to the nurses to get 
her some fluids.”” She paused, and 
when O’Neal asked her another 
question her mind was apparent- 
ly still on Marcia. ‘She looked 
perfectly awful,” she repeated. 


Miss Inge said Anjette once 
said of Mrs. Lyles, “The old 
devil, I hate her. I wish she was 
dead.”’ When Mrs. Lyles became 
ill and was confined to the hos- 
pital she quoted Anjette as say- 
ing to her, “Inge, you told me 
my husband was going to die. 
What do you think about Mrs. 
Lyle?” The witness said she told 
her it was ‘“‘possible.” 


Miss. Inge said she nursed Gab- 
bert both at Parkview Hospital 
and at home and accompanied 
him in the ambulance to the Vet- 
erans Administration Hospital in 
Dublin, where he died, Dec. 2, 
1955. She said his condition was 
“about the awfullest thing I’ve 
ever seen in the way of a rash” 
and that he was very weak. She

The nurse said 
they arrived in the night with- 
out records or case histories or 
any message for the hospital from 
the doctor and had difficulty get- 
ting Gabbert in the hospital. She 
said he was finally admitted to 
the psychiatric ward and that 
he died two days later.

bert entered that hospital, Miss 
Ingle said, and on the way over 
she said the defendant told her 
she had insurance on Gabbert and 
his mother “would not get a 
penny — she had seen to that.” 


The nurse said she attempted 
to persuade Anjette to agree to 
an autopsy after Gabbert’s death, 
saying, “I’d want to know for 
my own satisfaction,”’ but Anjette 
refused until physicians con- 
vinced her they could “go to 
somebody higher up, some offi- 
cial, and get permission for the 
autopsy.””

» Sammie Maxwell of Tallulah Falls pointed out: 
I think today’s teens are not as happy at 
home, there are so many things of interest away 
from home. «.. Parents are not always at fault 
when the teen wants to be away from home... . 
Teens are a time for breaking the apron strings. 
The feeling of being welcome, of being appreci- 


ated or being loved is very important to a young

‘Safer Roads’ 
The Answer, 
States Told 


Deaths on the highway are not 


Louis R. Morony, director of the 
laws division, Automotive Safety 
Foundation, Washington, D.C., 
pointed out that the 13-year high- 
way construct.on program got 
under way only after thorough 
planning of present and future 
needs 


Morony said that planning must 
not stop with the advent of the 
super-highway system. “States 
generally have not been develop- 
ing sufficient information on 
motor vehicle use to properly in- 
form and guide legislative ac- 
tion,” the traffic expert said. 


He proposed a thorough factual 
study of each motor vehicle func- 
tion in all states from driver edu- 
cation and licensing through traf- 
fic court operations. 


Morony spoke at the final ses- 
sion of the three-day meeting— 
first of four to be held this fall 
throughout the country. The con- 
ferences are sponsored by the 
President’s Committee for Traffic 
Safety and the Council of State 
Governments. The conference was 
conducted by the Traffic Institute 
of Northwestern University. 


Earlier Friday the lawmakers 
heard Ray Ashworth, director of 
Northwestern's Traffic Institute, 
charge that responsibility for the 
great majority of traffic accidents 
lies directly with the driver. 


Highway conditions and motor 
vehicle failure account for probab- 
ly less than 15 per cent of all ac- 
cidents, he said.
